The arrival of the Italian laborers to 


work on the paving of Main street has 
caused quite a little 
discussion and 


has led 
some tho'jghtiul citizens to 


favor the TEASSCIUPT with commu- 
nications 
bearing

has 
made 
it 
necessary 
that 


some facts be determined, so that the 
people may not be arriving at conclubions 
that the p.-emises do not warrant. In the 
investigation made by a TRANSCRIPT re- 
porter, it appeared that one of the per- 
sons who favored this paper with a well- 
written and timely communication on 
this labor topic was a little bit niisformed. 


In one of the communications referred 


to the statement was made that a local 
coutractoi was employing imported labor 
like that at work on Main street. Since 
it was said that the local contractor was 
doing public work the inference was that 
the man i eferred to way the firm having 
the contract for the paving of Marshall 
street. The statement ofW. H. Lally & 
Co., who Lave the contract 4or the paving 
of 
Marshall 
street, is 
that 
they 


are 
not 
employing Italian labor at 


starvation wages, that they are employ- 
ing local labor to the exclusion of other 
labor when it can be obtained. They are 
paying ^1.10 a day to their laborers and 
oiler their books to prove their claim. 
They eay ihey have some Italian laborers 
at work, but that they were compelled to 
hire thost men because help was scarce. 
THE TRANSCRIPT

no 
men 
idle 
in this city, 


who are willing to take the pick and 
shovel and go to work. Lally & Co. have 
a pay roll of nearly £1,000 this week and 
there 'S none of it for men at less than 
$1.50 
a day. The work that is now being 


done by this company's mea ia only pre- 
paratory and when the laying of the 
granite blacks is begun union men will be 
employed. 


Contractor Van Campen, who has the 


contract for the paving of Main street says 
that he is paying $1.25 a day for the labor 
that he is employing on the work and 
that he w ill not pay any more. He says 
that he ctnnot pay more because the con- 
tract was obtained at the lowest workable 
price. He will take all labor that will 
work at the wages he is paying. He said 
that he would prefer to pay the highest 
rate of wages, but the price that he is re- 
ceiving will not permit him to pay more 
than he it doing. 


Mr, Van Carnpen has local men work- 


ing on the job. Most all of the teams are 
local teams, and when the derrick was 
being crested at the Whitney quarry for 
the purpose of Betting out the necessary 
stone for the under strata, the men em- 
ployed wore local men. 


Mr. Van Campen says that if the de- 


partment of public works had asked him 
to come to the city to pave the street, 
using local labor, and to make a good job 
he would gladly have given figures that 
would only have been a few cents more 
per yard than the present price. He 
would profer to employ local labor only 
and avoid the unpleasantness that fol- 
lows the 
employment 
of 
another

working Tor him imported into the city. 
He simply told them that he was coming 
to this el' y to take charge of a piece of 
work and they iollowcd him here. Had 
it not been so late in the season he would 
not have employed the men who are now 
working for him.

getting caught in the winter and having

AN INHUMAN MOTHER 


Suffocates Her Poor Children and 


Then Suicides in a New 


York Hotel. 


New York, Oct. 1.—A woman and her 


four children were found dead by asphyx- 
iation in tbe West Shore hotel, 4Sd street 
and Hth avenue this morning. The 
woman had evidently killed her children 
and committed suicide. 


They were registered as "Mrs. Caroline 


Ra/imus and four children, West Point." 
They arrived from a train which came 
from Wjsfc Point last nigbt at 8.45. 3Irs. 
Ba?'.: 10 appeared to be about 40 years of 
old. 
The children were two boys, one 


about 15 and the other about seven, and 
two girls about 13 and Jive years old 
respectively. 


There were two connecting rooms used 


by the Rizinius family. On the bed in 
one lay the woman with the youngest 
child clasped tightly in her arms. Both 
were dead. In the other, the bed held 
the corpses of the three other children.

Sift together une quaj*t of flour, one 


heaping teaspoonful of salt, chop in six 
li"apmg teaspoonfuls of Cottolene, and 
slowly work in enough water or milk to 
rr.ake a soft dough. Work and beat this 
dough, folding it over and over, to en- 
tangle as much air as possible. When the 
dough biipters and breaks v* ith. a snap, 
it is properly worked.

The miner met with miany obstacles 011 
his homeward journey, and was de- 
layed at m'any places, so that the letter 
was not mailed until May of the pres- 
ent year. It was a message of glad 
tidin-gs and of great joy to tie lonely 
wife.

i John Alberson. %vns among the first of 
'the returning miners to reach San Frsin- 
icisco. There he speedily converted his 
gold dust and nugg-ets, abont $12,000. 
,into bank drafts and greenbacks, and, 
'purchased a ticket for the first east- 
bound train. Just before he started on 
his homeward trip he telegraphed 1m 
wife of his safe arrival at San TVan- 
cisco, of his g-ood health and good for- 
,tuue, and that in a few days they would 
be reunited. At several stations he 
'telegraphed her of his progress toward 
home and wife. His last message- was 
from Topeka, only 40 miles from home. 
The dispatch read like this: "Will be 
'home at supper. Kill the fatted cair." 


1 John Alberson reached the Norton- 
vine depot just at the close of day. 
Without casting a glance at those upon 
the platform and without being recog- 
nized in the twilight by anyone, he hur- 
ried down the street to his home. He 
w as met at th e dtoor by a neighbor wom- 
an, who pointed to a bed within a room. 
There lav his wife, pale and wan and al- 
ready within the shadow of 
death. 


Their eyes met in mutual recognition 
for a moment. There was one brief 
'embrace, and when John Alberson once 
jnore lifted his head- and looked upon 
the face of his %vife she was dead.—Kan- 
sas City Tiimes.

If you ask me, "Is life worth living?" 


I answer, "It all depends upon the kind 
of life you live." 


In the first place, I remark that a Ufa 


of mere money getting is always a fail- 
ure because you will never get as much 
as you want. The poorest people in 
this country are the millionaires. Thero 
is not a scissors grinder on the streets 
of New York or Brooklyn who is so 
anxious to make money as these men 
v, ho have piled up fortunes year after 
year in storehouses, in government 
securities, in tenement houses, inwhoia 
city blocks. 
You ought to see them 


jump when they hear the fire bell ring. 
You ought to see them in their excite- 
ment when a bank explodes. 
You 


ought to see their agitation when tliero 
is proposed a reformation in the tariff. 
Their nerves tremble like harp strings, 
but no music in the vibration. They 
read the reports from Wall street in 
the morning with a concernment that 
threatens paralysis or apoplexy, or, 
more probably, they have a telegraph 
or a telephone in their own house, so 
they catch every breath of change in 
the money market. The disease of ac- 
cumulation has eaten into them—eaten 
into their heart, into their lungs, into 
their spleen, into their liver, into their 
tones. 


So the idea of worldly approval. If 


that be dominant in a man's life, he ia 
miserable. Every four years the two 
most unfortunate men in this country 
are the two men nominated for tho 
presidency. 
The reservoirs of abr.<39 


and diatribe and malediction gradual- 
ly /ill up, gallon above gallon, hogs- 
head above hogshead, and about mid- 
summer these two reservoirs will be 
brimming full, and a hose will be at- 
tached to each one, and it will play 


j away on these nominees, and they will 
i have to stand it and take the abuse, 


j and the falsehood, and the caricature, 


and the anathema, and the caterwaul- 
ing, and the filth, and they will be roll- 
ed m it and rolled over and over in it 
until they are choked and submerged 
and strangulated, and at every sign of 
returning consciousness they will be 
barked at by all the hounds of political 
parties from ocean to ocean. And yet 
there are a hundred men to-day strug- 
gling for that privilege, and there ara 
thousands of men who are helpng them 
!n the struggle. Now, that is not a 
life worth living. You can get slander- 
ed and abused cheaper than that. Take 
it on a smaller scale. Do not be so 
ambitious to have a whole reservoir 
rolled over on you. 


But What you see in the matter of 


high political preferment you see in 
every community in the struggle for 
what is called social position. Tens of 
thousands of people trying to get into 
that realm, and they are under terrific 
tension. What is social position? It 
is a difficult thing to define, but we all 
know what it is. Good morals and in- 
telligence ,are 
not 
necessary, 
but 


wealth, or a show of wealth, is 
absolutely 
indispensable. 
There are 


men to-day as notorious for their 
libertinism 
as 
the 
night 
is 
fa- 


mous for its darkness who move in 
what is called high social position. 
There are hundreds of out and out 
rakes 
in 
American 
society vhosa 


names are mentioned among the dis- 
tinguished guests at the great levees. 
They have annexed all tho known vices; 
and are longing fol- other worlds oil 
diabolism to conquer. 
Good moiala 


are not necessary in many oi the ex- 
alted circles of society. 


Neither 
is intelligence necessary. 


You find in that realm men who would 
not know an adverb from an adjective 
if they met it a hundred times in a 
day, 
and who could not write a letter 


of acceptance or regrets without the aul 
of a secretary. They bt>y their libaries 
by the square yard, only anxious to 
have the binding Russian. Their ig- 
norance is positively sublime, making 
English grammar almost disreputable, 
and yet tli« finest parlors open bel'oro 
tliem. 
Good morals and uiteuiftc..^ 


are not necessary, but wealth or a 
show of wealth is positively indispen- 
sable. It does not make any diflercnca 
how you got your wealth, if you only 
got it. The best way for you to get 
into social position is for you to bv.:' 
a large amount on credit, then pui 
your property in your wife's name, 
have a few preferred creditors and 
then make an assignment. Then dis- 
appear from the community until tho 
breeze is over and come back and start 
in the same business. Do you not see 


bow beautifully that will put out all 
the people who are in competition with 
you and trying to make an honest liv- 
ing? How quickly it will get you into 
high social position! What is the usa 
of toiling 40 or 50 years when you can 
by two or three great strokes make 
a great fortune? Ah, my friends, when 
your really 
lose your money how 


quickly they will let yoif drop, and the 
higher you get the harder you will 
drop. 


There are thousands to-day in that 


realm who are anxious to keep in it. 
There are thousands in that realm who 
are nervous for fear they will fall out 
cf it, and there are changes going on 
every year and every month and every 
hour which involve heartbreaks that 
arc never reported. High social life is 
constantly in a flutter about the delic- 
ate question as to whom they shall let 
in and whom they shall push out, and 
the battle is going on—pier mirror 
against pier mirror, chandelier against 
chandelier, wine cellar against wine 
cellar, 
wardrobe against 
wardrobe, 


equipage against equipa.ge. Uncertain- 
ty and insecurity dominant in that 
realm, wretchedness enthroned, tor- 
ture at a premium and a life not worth 
living. 


A life of sin, a life of pride, a life of 


indulgence, a life of worldliness, a life 
devoted to tha world, the flesh and the 
devil, is a failure, a dead failure, an 
infinite failure. I care not how many 
presents you send to that cradle or how 
many garlands you send to that grave, 
you need to put right under the namo 
on the 
tombstone 
this 
inscription, 


"Better for that man if he had never 
been born." 


But I shall show you a life that is 


worth living. A young man says: "I 
am here. I am not responsible for my 
ancestry. Others decided that. 
I am 


not responsible for my temperament. 
God gave me that. But here I am, in 
the evening o£ the nineteenth century, 
at 20 years of age. 1 am here and I 
must t>-ke an sccour.t of stock. 
Here 


I ito.ve a bctly vtnich is a divinely con- 
s' ii'eted sr.gino. J must put it to tho 
very best .'.BCT, a."'d I must allow noth- 
ing to dauiDge this rarest of machin- 
ery. Two fret, ,-nd they mean locomo- 
tion; two eyes, iiud they mean capacity 
io r-ick out my ov/n -<vay; two ears, 
and they are telephones of communi- 
cation with all the outside world, and 
they mean capacity to catch sweetest 
music and the voices of friendship, the 
very best music; a tongue, with almost 
infinity of articulation. 
Yes, hands 


with which to welcome or resist or lift 
or smite or wave or bless—hands to 
help myself and help others. 


Here is a world which after 0,000 


3 ears of battling with tempest and ac- 
cident is still grander than any archi- 
tect, human or angelic, could 
have 


drafted. I have two lamps to light me, 
a golden lamp and 
a silver lamp—a 


golden lamp set on the sapphire man- 
tel of the day, a silver lamp set on the 
jet mantel of the night. Yes, I have 
that at 20 years of age which defies all 
inventory of valuables—a soul, with ca- 
pacity to choose or reject, to rejoice or 
to suffer, to love or to hate. Plato says 
it is immortal. Seneca says it is im- 
mortal. 
Confucius says it is immortal. 


An old book among the family relics— 
a book with a leather cover almost 
worn out and pages almost obliterated 
by oft perusal—joins the other books 
in saying I am immortal. I have SO 
years for a lifetime, 60 years yet to 
live. I may not live an hour, but, then, 
I must lay out my plans intelligently, 
and for a long life. Sixty years added 
to the 20 I have already lived—that 
will bring me to 80. I must remember 
that these SO years are only a brief pre- 
face to the five hundred thousand mil- 
lions of quintillions of years which will 
be my chief residence and existence. 
Now, I understand my opportunities 
and my responsibilities. 
If there is 


any being in the universe all wise and 
all beneficent who can help a man in 
such a juncture, I want him. The old 
book found among the family 
relics 


tells me there is a Cicd, and that for 
the sake of his son, one Jesus. He will 
give help to a man. To him I appeal. 
God help me! Here I have 60 years yet 
to do for myself and to do for others. I 
must develop this body by all indus- 
tries, by all gymnastics, by all sun- 
shine, by all fresh air, by all good hab- 
its, and this soul I must have swept 
and garnished, and illumined, and glor- 
ified by all that I can do for it and all 
that I can get God to do for it. It shall 
be a Luxembourg of fine pictures. It 
shall be an orchestra of grand harmo- 
nies. It shall be a palace for god and 
righteousness to reign in. I wonder 
how many kind words I can utter in 
the next 60 years? I will try. I won- 
der how many good deeds I can do ia 
the next 60 years? I will try. God 
help me! 


lhat young man enters life. He is 


buffeted, he is tried, he is perplexed. 
A grave opens on this side, and a giave 
opens on that side. 
He falls, but he 


rises again. He gets into a hard bat- 
tle, but he gets the victory. Tho main 
course of his life is in tho right direc- 
tion. He blesses everybody he comes 
in contact with. God forgives his mis- 
takes and makes everlasting record of 
his holy endeavors, and at the close of 
it God says to him: "Well done, good 
and faithful servant. Enter into the 
joy of thy Lord." My brother, my sis- 
ter I do not care whether that ran.a 
dies at 30, 40, BO, CO, 70 or S'J years oi 
oge. You can chisel right under his 
name on (he tombstone these words: 
"His life was worth living."

WORK 
OF BURGLARS 


Hastings' Drug Store on 
Main Street Was Entered 


Thursday Night. 


PART OF A WINDOW REMOVED 


Panel Smashed from a Door Between 


Two Rooms. Two Money Drawers 


Broken Open, but the Money 


Was 
Not There. 
A 


Bold Operation. 


G. A. Hastings' drug store on Main 


street was entered by burglars Thursday 
night and although but little was taken, 
so far as known, the operation was one of 
the boldest. 


Entrance was effected by removing four 


panes of glass, with the sash, from a win- 
dow in the rear part of the building next 
to Lonergan & Bissaillon's store and Ford 
& Arnold's livery yard. The yard and 
offiea were well lighted and the men were 
as much exposed to observation as they 
would have been in the day time, with 
the exception, of course that there were 
not so many people about. F. L. Sweet, 
who was serving as night watchman in 
place of Hoses St. Peter, sat under a shed 
and Mr. St. Peter, although not on duty, 
happened in and was with him at about 
midnight, when they heard a noise which 
sounded as though some one in the neigh- 
borhood had closed a window with a 
slam. They thought nothing of this, as 
similar sounds are frequently heard at 
night, and the idea that burglary was be- 
ing committed never occurred to them on 
account of the abundance of light. But 
the noise they heard was without doubt 
made by the men who entered the store. 


Between the rear room, which was first 


entered and the laboratory is a door 
which was fastened on the laboratory 
side with an iron bolt end a wooden but- 
ton. 
A panel was smashed from the door 


and the burglars then had free access to 
the store. 


The burglary was discovered this morn- 


ing at about 7 o'clock by Mr. Hastings" 
son Vernoii, who opened'the.store, and a 
few minutes later Addison Hastings, a 
nephew of Mr. Hastings who is employed 
as a clerk, went in. When told of what 
had occurred he went out on the street 
and notified a policeman. 


Examination showed that the burglars 


went through the 
store 
from one 


end 
to 
the 
other, 
but 
not 


much was missed. 
One cigar 
box 


was emptied and a celluloid hair brush 
was found on the floor by the stove, 
showing that the fancy goods case had 
been opened. 
There are many small 


articles which the proprietors would 
not readily miss from the largo assort- 
ment, but it is not believed that much 
was taken. Two money drawers were 
broken open, but only about §1 in change 
rewarded the burglars. 
Under a counter 


on the east side of the store Was ?25 of 
money belonging to the board of trade 
and in a tin box under the other counter 
there was §15 in silver, but the burglar 
missed both, evidently feeling that they 
had exhausted tlie cash supply when 
they emptied the money drawers. 


The -watchman under the livery shed 


saw two men leave the yard and dis- 
appear through Vadner's lane about half 
an hour after they heard the noise above 
mentioned, but thought nothing of it, 
because it is common for men to visit the 
yard late at night, generally for the pur- 
pose of drinking from a bottle, and the 
night stable men pay no attention to 
them. The men seen by the watchmen 
were young and were dressed in dark 
clothes and wore derby hats. One was 
tall and the other short. Without doubt 
they were the burglars. 


The police are at work on the case, but 


the clew is slight. It is believed, how- 
ever that the work was done by local 
buffaloes, and, if so, they are liable to be 
brought to light.

The new organization has been called the 
Franco-American Taxpayers' Association, 
and is formed for the purpose of taking an 
active part in municipal affairs. 


The new organization has these officers: 


President, Stan. Gregoire; vice president, 
Joseph Saulnior; treasurer, Joseph Perron; 
financial secretary, Treffie Gagnon; re- 
cording secretary, Vinal Baben. 


The Taxpayers association has at pres- 


ent 165 members and its membership ia 
increasing. The association will not take 
any prominent part in state or national 
politics and will only .consider what is 
beat for the community and will vote ac- 
cordingly. Tho association can control as 
many as 300 votes, it is believed. All of 
its members are not voters, but most of 
them are heads of families and have sons 
who are voters.

tion is going to do is to get all the 
information that it can on all affairs that 
might come before it for judgment. It 
has engaged Dr. Cota of Marlboro, a 
noted French speaker, to come to the city 
and deliver an address early in the month.

The ' doctor will 
point out the taults and the good qualities 
of the French citizen and attempt to show 
him how to improve his social and politi- 
cal condition.
